A Labor Leader 
Shows The Way 


Labor leaders do not often tell their union 
m em bers, publicly and in strong term s, that they 
must be m ore realistic and m ore reasonable in 
dealing with their em ployers. The rem arks of 
W esley Cook at a special m eeting of Local 1874 
of the T extile W orkers U nion of A m erica here 
Thursday night are therefore w orthy of note. 
Mr. Cook, who is vice president and syn­ 
thetic yarn director of the TW UA, told local 
m em bers they are going to have to m ake som e 
changes in their approach in order to protect 
their own future at C elanese Fibers Com pany’s 
A m celle plant. To do so, he said, m eans to avoid 
the type of incidents that have som etim es oc­ 
curred at the local plant, and to work instead 
to help keep the plant in a com petitive position 
in the industry. 


The textile industry, represented by plants 
in every corner of the U nited States, is one of 
the m ost com petitive and cost-ridden in the 
A m erican econom y. High costs led m any tex tile 
m anufacturers to abandon their traditional N ew 
England locations m any years ago and head 
south or west to develop flourishing new indus­ 
tries. Som e of their problem s follow ed them 
w hen they moved. Foreign com petition, which 
show s signs of becom ing even stronger, has 
only added to their problem s. 


Many plants, as Mr. Cook pointed out, have 
closed down because they couldn't stay in a 
profit-m aking position. If it happened elsew h ere, 
obviously it could happen here. “We have to 
change for our own 
preservation,” said Mr. 
Cook, and he couldn’t have said it better. 


Mr. Cook’s speech here, delivered to union 
m em bers who work at the parent plant of the 
C elanese Corporation of Am erica, is a striking 
and encouraging exam ple of responsible union 
leadership. It m erits the serious consideration 
of every worker, w hether at A m celle or else­ 
w here.

America, Go! 


It was thrilling to hear, at long last, an Am erican 
stand before the Congress and speak in unm istaken 
patriotic language: 
“ I am glad to see that pride in our country and 
Its accom plishm ents is not a thing of the past.” 
This m an. John Glenn, who had risked his life for 
his country in two w ars and who flew through the 
heavens to nail the Am erican flag to a star, did not 
and-if-or-but about his love of country. 
Thousands of children lined the streets in W ashing­ 
ton with signs bearing the slogan, “G o!” and it is 
this stim ulant that the country has been needing for 
a long tim e, ever since we went so international 
during World W ar ll that we forgot that to fie inter­ 
national, it is essential first to be national. Patriotism 
w as killed along with the m arching hand as the men 
sailed away for World W ar ll and the Korean War. 
We could not offend our Allies! 


Hut here step s forw ard a daring m an who sa y s: 
“ I still get a hard to d efine feelin g in sid e w hen 
the flag go es by and I know you do, too. 
T od ay, 
a s I rode up P en n sy lv a n ia A venue from the W hite 
H ou se, and saw the trem en d ou s outpouring of fe e l­ 
in g on the part of so m any thousands of p eop le, I 
got that sa m e fe e lin g .” 


There can be no question hut the past 30 years 
have been spiritually deadening. 
Ardently those who 
propagandized for friend and foe lessened the en­ 
thusiasm for our own country. It was curious to watch 
the sharp change of attitude in the 1930’s. Before the 
G reat Depression, this was "G od’s own country,” and 
anyone who failed to understand that was as likely 
as not to get a bloody nose. Then the guts went out 
of the nation and a generation approached life hope­ 
lessly, acting as though the sole value of our country 
is to provide money, not life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness which is opportunity to be productive. 
And after that cam e the horrible 30’s and 40's 
when the European and Asiatic propagandists labored 
to destroy the spirit of our people, when text books 
w ere rew ritten and American history and literature 
disappeared from high school and college curriculum s; 
when men and women signed petitions denouncing their 
own country. 
Spies appeared in our midst and as surprising as 
H m ay seem, there were those who cam e to their 
defense and justified their actions on grounds of “ higher 
m orality.” Even when our courts convicted those who 
served 
a 
foreign 
country, 
there 
were 
those 
who 
criticized the courts not the spies and cheats. 
This 
attitude was not limited to Communists or even to 
fellow-travellers, for there w ere all sorts of A m ericans 
who could condone the betrayal of country or even, 
in a way, partake of such activities and plead that 
they could not tell the truth lest they indict them selves 
of crim inal acts. 


A younger gen eration in evitab ly appeared w hich 
had lo go to yet another w ar, the K orean W ar, and 
to them it all seem ed m ea n in g less and futile as a 
w ar without victory m ust Im*. Their liv es w ere in ter­ 
fered w ith, their ca reers d isturbed, their m a rria g es 
p o s t p o n e d . 
Thev fixed their young liv es with the 
draft hovering over them and with u n an ticipated 
u n certa in ties facin g 
them . 
And 
they 
learned 
to 
count their earn in gs in term s of tax deductions until 
they realized that “ eq u ality of opportunity” is not 
w hat the) w ere told that it m ight he, 


It seemed for a while to he a cold generation, 
specializing in vocational subjects, hard-boiled in their 
relationship to c ath other. 
Sentiment seemed to he 
ruled out and ideals and aspirations seemed hopeless 
dream *. 
Then cam e another turn—the Conservative Revolt 
on the cam puses, a revivalist 
movement in many 
respects, small but articulate, undirected hut idealis­ 
tic. This wa* hut an indication that youth cannot long 
be frigid, it m ust find excitem ent and fervor and faith 
To say that the small Conservative movement meant 
all that is to exaggerate, UK it is symbolic and in­ 
dicative. 
The e*>ence of the Conservative movement 
is a restoration of patriotism , a firming up of a belief 
in the destiny of our own country and its civilization 
A new tone or rather an echoing bugle call wa* 
uttered by the astronaut 
There he stood, not a poli­ 
tician, but an explorer of a new world warning us 
not to forget our m otherland as he, did not forget his

Labor Leaders Are In Tight Political Spot 


WASHINGTON - Strange news 
item s are appearing these days 
— as. for instance, reports that 
the AFL-CIO is voicing criticism 
of President Kennedy and is pre­ 
dicting a “ Kennedy recession” if 
he doesn’t soon put through a 
program to pep up the nation’s 
economy. 


Such criticism can he m isunder­ 
stood as m eaning a break between 
labor 
and 
the 
adm inistration 
which it helped so effectively at 
the polls in the last Presidential 
election. The truth is that som e­ 
thing deeper is involved. 
F or the 
all-im portant fact 
is 
th at labor-union leaders are com ­ 
ing face to-face with reality and 
a re looking for a scapegoat on 
w'hom to blam e their expected 
inability to get hereafter unlimi­ 
ted increases in wages and bene­ 
fits for their m em bers. 
Labor-Union leaders are adept 
as politicians. They m ust m n for 
office 
periodically, 
and 
in 
the 
larger unions this is tantam ount 
to running for Congress or for 
any other high office in public 
life. The candidate has to prove 
constantly that he is getting the 
m axim um for his constituents. 
The facts, however, are piling 
up against the labor-union politi­ 
cians. The leaders are confronted 
with a simple truth — Am erican 
businesses face stiff competition 
from abroad, w'here wage costs 
are lower, In the not-far-distant 
future the United States is to re­ 
duce tariffs. Goods are to come 
in from the European Common 
M arket countries in large quanti­ 
ties. How can a high level of em ­ 
ploym ent 
he 
m aintained 
when 
th at happens? It isn’t enough to 
rely on 
“ retraining’ 
program s. 
Something m ore fundam ental has 
to be done in labor-m anagem ent 
relations. 
So it’s probably an easy wav 
out for labor leaders to begin 
blaming the 
adm inistration 
for 
not creating more public-works 
programs and for failing to stim u­ 
late 
em ploym ent 
artificially 
in 
other ways. This, however, isn t 
going to be the perm anent answ er, 
and the labor-union leaders and 
econom ists are slowly beginning 
to realize it. 
A new era in labor-m anagem ent 


relations has been opened up as a 
result of world conditions.

Klan has got into the act against 
the 
United 
Nations 
$100,000,000 
bond issue and has been pressur­ 
ing A labam a's Senators to vote 
against it. The reaction of the two 
Senators has been diam etrically 
opposite. 
Sen. John Sparkm an of Hunts­ 
ville has ignored the Klan and is 
standing with President Kennedy 
for the UN. Sen. Lister Hill of 
M ontgomery has agreed with the 
Klan and wrote it a letter signed 
“ with kindest regards and ties! 
w ishes.” His office says he had 
taken this view before the Klan 
got into the act. 
The K lan's letter to Lister Hill 
was signed by Robert Shelton, 
im perial wizard of the Knights 
of the Klu Klux Klan, now wiz­ 
ard of the United Klans of A m er­ 
ica. Shelton is the sam e Klans- 
man who was em braced by C har­ 
les 
M eriwether 
whom 
Kennedy 
appointed a director of the Ex- 
port-Im port 
Bank. 
Both Spark­ 
m an and 
Hill 
voted for M eri­ 
w ether's confirm ation. 
W hat touched off the Klan fra­ 
cas was Senator Sparkm an's sup­ 
port of the UN bond issue. When 
he stood up for Kennedy and the 
UN, Shelton 
began 
stirring up 
the Klansmen in Alabam a against 
him. This began the first week in 
January. 
On January 6, Senator Hill cam e 
out publicly against buying bonds 
to 
bail 
out 
the 
indebted 
UN.

The labor represen­ 
tatives naturally have to issue a 
dissenting report. But adoption of 
the 
recom m endations 
is never­ 
theless in large part necessary if 
the railroads are to be saved. 
Labor leadership, broadly speak­ 
ing, is in a tight spot politically 
inside all unions. Sooner or later, 
the rank and file will have to be 
informed that the days of unlim ­ 
ited wage increases, threats of 
big strikes and dem ands for in­ 
creased benefits — irrespective of 
whether they can he borne by 
m anagem ent — are over. Hence­ 
forth, collective bargaining is go­ 
ing to require a sense of m utual 
responsibility which it has here­ 
tofore lacked, and there will be 
little use of introducing 
scape­ 
goats. For the real culprits are 
new competition at home due to

m achinery, 
and 
new 
competition abroad in world trade 
due to the establishm ent of the 
Common M arket in Europe.

The winning lice of play in 
today’s hand is not easy to see, 
even after all hands are ex­ 
posed. The declarer, who was 
a highly experienced player, 
went down bo defeat when be 
failed to realize the full poten­ 
tial of his assets. 
The bidding was reasonable 
and North-South arrived at a 
four heart contract in e a s y 
stages. 
West opened the queen at 
clubs. In response to his part­ 
ner’s encouraging signal, he 
continued the suit and declarer 
ruffed. South saw that, with a 
normal division in trumps, he 
could take four hearts, four 
diamonds and one spade. ITie 
10th trick could be obtained 
by ruffing a spade in dummy. 
However, if spades were led 
immediately, East, who was 
marked with the ace by virtue 
of his opening bid, would be in 


to lead a third round of clubs, 
thus exposing declarer to an 
overruff. 
South accordingly drew two 
rounds of hearts before leading 
the spade. He hoped that W'est 
held the third trump, in which 
case East would be unable to 
make a damaging return. If 
he led a n o t h e r club, W'est 
would be able to overruff de­ 
clarer, but dummy would re­ 
tain a trump to take care of 
South’s third spade. It proved 
however that East had the 
queen of hearts which he put 
to effective use by drawing an­ 
other round of trumps when he 
was in with the ace of spades, 
and South was obliged to con­ 
cede a second spade trick for 
down one. 
Correct play will assure the 
contract p r o v i d e d trumps 
break. Declarer should try to 
force his opponent to play the 
ace of spades on a small card 
before control of the hand is 
given up. 
After cashing the ace and 
king of trumps, South crosses 
over to dummy with a dia­ 
mond and leads the five of 
spades. If East goes up with 
the ace, the contest is over, so 
we will assume that he ducks. 
When the queen of s p a d e s 
holds, declarer reenters dum­ 
my with diamonds to ruff out 
the remaining clubs. East can 
trump in with his q u e e n of 
hearts if he wishes, but de­ 
clarer c a n n o t be prevented 
from making good ail of the 
beans in his own hand plus 
one trump in the dummy. To­ 
gether with three d i a m o n d 
tricks and one spade, the total 
t is rounded out to IO.

district would at least keep its 
present six delegates. The existing 
disproportionate populations of the 
districts mean that some would 
lose delegates if the reapportion­ 
ment 
plan in its present form 
were adopted. 
This caused the six delegates in 
the 1st district and some in others 
to be against the plan. 
The decision to vote as a bloc 
for reapportionm ent with compul­ 
sory redistricting was reached at 
a caucus of the city delegation 
after opponents had forced the 
proposal to rem ain at a standstill 
in the House for the third straight 
day. 
River Resolution 
The House also went on record 
in a resolution urging construction 
of dam s and 
reservoirs 
in the 
north branch of the Potom ac Riv­ 
e r as recom m ended by the U. S. 
Corps of Engineers. 
It m akes no mention of propos­ 
als impounding w ater in the lower 
part of the river which includes

controversial 
reservoir above 
G reat Falls. 
The 
resolution also om its an 
original statem ent that develop­ 
m ent of the Potom ac’s wi-ter re­ 
sources should be entirely adm in­ 
istered and financed by the fed­ 
eral governm ent.
